April, 1921 - letter to ir. Vauclain, enclosing extract of report from 
Rumania. February, 1921 = letter to Mr. Vauclain, thanking him for sending 
Mr. Hinger to call on MID. Mr. Hinger gave excellent information re trade 
conditions along the Russian border. 


Jamary, 1922 - Maj. Churchill asked Mr. Vauwlain for list of foreign 
representatives. This was received and letters were written to the M/a's. 
The firm also sent written instructions to its foreign representatives, 
Replies from several M/A's indicating cordial relations. 


February, 1922 - letter from M/A, Belgium, advising of iir, Vauclain's 
visit to Europe and suggesting interview him on his return.
